The memorial, 
approximately 45 minutes 
long, takes place rain or 
shine with no __ seating 
available.

The Trinidad Memorial 
Lighthouse was built by 
the Trinidad Civic Club 
as a replica of the 1871 
Trinidad Head Lighthouse 
and was dedicated at the 
historic location on June 
26, 1949. Earl and Neva 
Hallmark donated the land 
to house the 1871 Fourth 
Order Fresnel oil lantern, 
the last coal oil burning 
revolving light retired from 
use on the Pacific Coast, 
previously housed in the 
Trinidad Head Lighthouse. 
The United States Coast 
Guard placed this lens in the 
Memorial Lighthouse when 
an electric lens was installed 


in the original Lighthouse 
in 1947. The Fifth Order 
Fresnel Electric lens has 
been on permanent loan to 
the Trinidad Museum since 
2013, when an LED lens 
was installed at the Trinidad 
Head Lighthouse. The LED 
lens is observable 20 miles 
out to sea. 

The 4,000-pound 1898 
bronze fog bell was placed 
at the historic Memorial 
Lighthouse site in 1949, 
from its previous location 
on Trinidad Head. This 
occurred when the fog 
warning system on the Head 
became automated. Both 
the Memorial Lighthouse 
and the Historic Bell are 
presently located at the 
Trinidad Harbor on property 
owned by the  Cher-Ae 
Heights Indian Community 
of the Trinidad Rancheria.

Cases and hospitalizations 
are also rising on state and na- 
tional levels. 

The county’s last COVID-19 
surge was in January, driven 
by what was at that point the 
most contagious coronavirus 
variant yet, Omicron. 

In an email exchange, Coun- 
ty Public Health Director Sofia 
Pereira suggested the recent 
data doesn’t necessarily suggest 
another surge is underway. 

“Given the overall level of 
herd immunity that we cur- 
rently have, we may not see 
an Omicron-type surge during 
this current case and hospi- 
talization increase,” she said. 
“However, we can’t say pre- 
cisely what this peak will be, 
nor can we say with absolute 
certainty when herd immunity 
significantly decreases locally.” 

Masks, once an essential ac- 
cessory, are worn less frequent- 
ly now and assumptions that 
the pandemic has stabilized or 
is over seem to hold sway. But 
cautionary advice is returning. 

“If you haven’t been mask- 
ing recently due to low case 
numbers, now would be a good 
time to bring back wearing a 
mask, especially high-quality 
masks like N95 and KN95 type 
masks,” said Pereira. 

Another indication of need for 
caution came on May 20, when 
the county reported an outbreak 
at the Fortuna Rehabilitation & 
Wellness Center long-term care 
facility. According to a news re- 
lease on it, 12 of the facility’s res- 
idents and staff tested positive, 
with none hospitalized. 

The county’s news release 
also reported that the facility 
has “stepped up screening of 
all employees for COVID-19 
symptoms” and “visits are cur- 
rently restricted to slow the 
spread of illness.” 

Sixty-six percent of county res- 
idents are considered fully-vacci- 
nated, which means they’ve had 
two doses of Pfizer or Moderna 
mRNA vaccines or one dose of 
Johnson & Johnson vaccine. 

But according to the coun- 
ty’s online COVID-19 Dash- 
board, most of them got their 
doses last year and vaccine 
effectiveness wanes. Studies 
have shown that the effective- 
ness of initial double doses as 
well as boosters tapers signifi- 
cantly after four months. 

Until now fully vaccinated 
county residents have end- 
ed up in the hospital less fre- 
quently than unvaccinated. 

And Pereira noted that the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) says 
that “COVID-19 vaccines con- 
tinue to provide strong pro- 
tection against severe disease, 
hospitalization and death in 
adults, including during Omi- 
cron variant predominance.” 

A majority of recent county 
hospitalizations, including all 
of the 6 reported on May 18, 
has been of fully vaccinated 
people, however. 

Coronavirus strains that 
have splintered from Omicron 
— known as subvariants — are 
believed to be causing recent 
case upticks nationally and 
are even more contagious and 
immunity resistant than their 
already super-contagious and 
vaccine evasive progenitor. 

Coronavirus evolution has 
challenged health experts’ abil- 
ity to predict the course of the 
pandemic. They were surprised 
by the Delta variant, which 
surged in the U.S. in the sum- 
mer of 2021, and believed it rep- 
resented an evolutionary peak. 

Omicron took epidemiolo- 
gists by surprise again because 
it has a completely different 
genetic lineage than Delta and 
other previous strains. Its emer- 
gence has concerning implica- 
tions for the pandemic’s future. 

The theory that Omicron 
originated when the virus 
bounced from humans to an- 
other animal species and back 
again is gaining credibility. 

A May 20 Washington Post 
newspaper report’s headline 
declares that “Tracking corona- 
virus in animals takes on new 
urgency” and its sub-headline 
says there’s a “global hunt to 
identify mutations that might 
lead to more lethal variants.”

Weitchpec and Hoopa. 

Anne Hartline of the League of Women Vot- 
ers of Humboldt County moderated the forum 
and asked the candidates about the challenges 
of being a supervisor for such a large district. 

“The Fifth District is very large and geograph- 
ically diverse,” Madrone said. “It’s basically ev- 
erything north and east of the Mad River.” 

There is only one incorporated city, Trini- 
dad, in the district, Madrone said, “so the bulk 
of the Fifth District is in the county’s juris- 
diction, and that matters a lot on how things 
work in the district.” 

“T’ve lived in the district for 46 years,” Ma- 
drone said. “I know the outskirts of the district. 
I know the people. I have the contacts and I’ve 
been working in the district for 46 years.” 

Doss said the district has “vast amounts of 
highways” and added “the Fifth District in- 
cludes the Mad River, the Trinity River, the 
Klamath River and Redwood Creek.” 

With the state and national parks, the district 
attracted 1.3 million visitors a year, Doss said. 

“The residents of this district tend to have a 
lot of grit and are very ingenious with surviv- 
ing in the rural parts of California,” Doss said. 

Citizen oversight 

Asked about their views on the citizen over- 
sight of law enforcement and the composition 
of a law enforcement review board, both can- 
didates said they supported the idea. 

“Citizen overview is a great way to have the 
community involved in all subjects, especially 
law enforcement,” Doss said. “We have been very 
fortunate to have a sheriff that reaches out and 


invites that kind of interaction with the county.” 

Madrone said it is good to have a law en- 
forcement review board that is citizen-based 
working with departments to make sure they 
are getting the training they need. 

Sea level rise 

Asked about sea level rise and what actions 
need to be taken, Madrone said “what we need 
to be able to do is retreat and/or adapt.” 

“We have a lot of work to do,” Madrone 
continued. “At the county, we have drafted a 
climate action plan that looks at all the details 
of how we may be able to adapt and move for- 
ward and deal with impacts of sea level rise on 
our sewer systems and other facilities.” 

Doss said that as a former harbor commission- 
er, he has experience dealing with sea level rise. 

“Sea level rise is always a main part of the 
existing planning system and it’s working 
right now and everyone is very aware of it and 
we just need to be aware of as information 
changes and time goes by that we adapt and 
adjust to requirements for future needs with 
sea level rise,” Doss said. 

County finances 

Hartline asked the candidates what they recom- 
mend to improve the county’s financial stability. 

“One of the biggest things we can do is support 
Health Care for All, or what’s often called Medi- 
care for All,” Madrone said. Doing so would save 
the county “millions and millions” of dollars. 

The savings, Madrone said, could then be 
used to pay down pension liabilities “which 
are a huge issue in our budget,” Madrone said. 

Doss said “efficiency is one.” 

“Having a budget that’s passed, adopted 


and able to move on to the next one officially 
so that we can be eligible for grants and other 
budget issues coming from the state and get 
projects that are due to Humboldt County, so 
that’s very important to maintain our efficien- 
cy, look for opportunities within the budget to 
save money,” Doss said. 
Residency question 

The candidates were asked how long has 
their primary residence been in the Fifth Dis- 
trict and how long they’ve been registered to 
vote in the Fifth District. 

“My primary residence in the Fifth District 
has been since 2020 and I’ve been registered 
to vote since 2020 in the Fifth District,” Doss 
said. He said he’s owned a family home in the 
district since 2004 and he’s a lifelong resident 
of Humboldt County. 

“Well, you know, this residency matter is 
important, and it keeps getting more concern- 
ing,” Madrone said. “On top of all the ques- 
tions about whether or not Mr. Doss has ac- 
tually moved his primary residence, his ranch 
estate in the Fifth District, last week he wrote 
in the Times-Standard that he had lived in 
Orick since 2004.” 

“This then raises serious questions about 
how long he could be living in Orick while rep- 
resenting Eureka in the First District on the 
harbor commission. I worry this kind of thing 
might impact voter confidence,” said Madro- 
ne, who added that he’s lived in the Fifth Dis- 
trict for 46 years.

Watson | ‘Dishonesty and abhorrent behavior’

Watson. Virtually all demand- 
ed his resignation and expressed 
support for any actions the coun- 
cil could take to enforce its zero 
tolerance policy against harass- 
ment. 

Watson’s often combative 
statements throughout the meet- 
ing drew head shakes, groans, 
jeers, digital gestures and calls 
that he “resign!” Police Chief Bri- 
an Ahearn and Lt. Bart Silvers 
stood by in the City Hall lobby 
throughout the meeting, keeping 
a clear view of Council Chamber. 

Doubling down 

In the days following the meet- 
ing, Watson maintained both his 
innocence and that his alleged 
victim had invited his attentions. 
He repeated a statement from the 
meeting that he would consider 
resigning “if the person accusing 
me took responsibility for her role 
in the relationship.” 

He said that he had to move 
his seat on the council dais farther 
away from the alleged victim, who 
is masked during meetings, be- 
cause she was “making suggestive 
eye contact with me” which he in- 
terpreted as “flirty.” He said he re- 
ported the inappropriate looks to 
the city’s Human Resources depart- 
ment, but received no response. 

Despite the testimony at the 
meeting, Watson says support 
for his resignation is lacking. He 
said he’s gotten no phone calls 
asking for his resignation, and 
“maybe 10-15 emails” to that ef- 
fect. He guessed that only about 
half of those who spoke against 
him live in Arcata, and that they 


were invited to do so by other 
councilmembers. “Out of 18,000 
residents that seems pretty good,” 
Watson said. “I’m not convinced 
in the slightest that a majority of 
residents want me to resign.” 
Tense hearing 

After an initial presentation by 
labor attorney Thomas O’Connell, 
Watson grilled the outside attorney 
on various points. He wanted to 
know if the report was “a legal doc- 
ument,” and if the lawyer believed 
the report was true. O’Connell said 
the document could have legal 
standing, and that it’s not his role to 
validate the investigator's findings. 

While O'Connell said Watson 
declined repeated opportunities to 
be interviewed for the report, Wat- 
son said he had asked for questions 
in writing due to his Attention 
Deficit Disorder and “high levels 
of anxiety,” and was denied such 
“reasonable accommodation.” 

The report’s finding that he has 
committed harassment was made 
without his participation, he said, 
invalidating the conclusion. “I’m 
going to give an interview to a 
biased investigator who’s already 
made findings that I’m guilty?” he 
said, “It’s ridiculous.” 

Public comment 

Arcata resident Jessica Silva 
kicked off what was to be a succes- 
sion of public comments condemn- 
ing Watson and demanding that he 
resign. She noted that harassment 
victims’ survival behavior can in- 
clude appeasement, which ought 
not be judged by the public or in- 
terpreted as implied consent. 

“It’s important for us to know 
that victims will behave in any 


number of ways to cope with the 
trauma of their abuse,” Silva said. 
“There is no one-size-fits-all re- 
sponse to harassment.” 

A succession of speakers, includ- 
ing city staff members and former 
councilmembers, condemned Wat- 
son — sometimes emotionally — for 
not taking responsibility for the ha- 
rassment detailed in the report, for 
his poor behavior towards his coun- 
cil colleagues and staff, and for the 
impact he was having on city busi- 
ness. The council was repeatedly 
asked to support city employees and 
provide an example of strong lead- 
ership in addressing harassment. 

Former Arcata Mayor Sofia 
Pereira, who served with Watson 
on the council before becoming 
director of public health, said the 
“sickening situation” described in 
the report affirms that “it’s funda- 
mentally about power and control 
over another.” 

Witnesses in the report de- 
scribed Watson as mocking the 
Brown Act open meeting law, and 
instead following his own rules, 
which he dubbed “the Brett Act.” 
That struck another nerve with 
Pereira, who listed ways the re- 
port said Watson had attempted to 
bypass the Brown Act with serial 
meetings and manipulate the coun- 
cil. She said his contempt for dem- 
ocratic process cast doubt on how 
city business had been conducted 
during his tenure, and urged the 
council to take whatever action it 
could to “get back to the business 
that you were all elected to do.” 

Andy Atkins-Salazar delivered a 
blistering rebuke. “Brett, your dis- 
honesty and abhorrent behavior is 
despicable,” he said. “It’s obvious 
from the report you are a liar. It’s 


clear from the findings of the re- 
port that you are a sexual harasser. 
You have no business representing 
me or any other citizen of Arcata.” 

Watson’s council colleagues said 
his issues have eclipsed normal coun- 
cil business and drawn down city re- 
sources better spent elsewhere, and 
that the city’s zero tolerance policy 
must be vigorously upheld to protect 
city staff. “I would greatly appreciate 
getting back to the business of work- 
ing for our community, not man- 
aging the fallout of a situation that 
should have never occurred,” said 
Mayor Atkins-Salazar. 

Amid cries from attendees that 
he resign, Watson read a state- 
ment denying all the allegations 
and saying the alleged victim en- 
couraged the “intimate friend- 
ship.” While calling the “poorly 
done” report “false and biased,” 
he nonetheless cited selected por- 
tions of it which he said cast doubt 
on the “false allegations.” Thence 
ensued extensive comments at- 
tempting to direct responsibility to 
his alleged victim for enticing him. 

“I think we all probably feel 
like we need to take a shower right 
now,” said Mayor Atkins-Salazar 
at the conclusion of Watson’s re- 
marks. The council then passed 
its disempowering motions over 
Watson’s “no” votes. 

“Welcome to our world,” said the 
mayor. But Watson wasn’t done. 

“I feel like you are all being 
condescending to me and making 
fun of me because I have a learn- 
ing disability,” he said. “I’d like to 
make a formal complaint about it.” 

“It’s absolutely not because of 
your learning disability, Brett,” 
said Atkins-Salazar. “Absolutely 
not. No, no.” 
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HCSO deputies outfitted with cell 
phone-based body worn cameras

HUMBOLDT - The Humboldt 
County Sheriff's Office is excited to 
announce the launch of our Deputy 
Sheriff Body Worn Camera Program. 
Every deputy sheriff working in a pub- 
lic setting is now equipped with a body 
worn camera allowing them to capture 
interactions with the public and prop- 
erly document essential evidence. But 
these aren’t your typical body worn 
cameras, they’re smart phones and 
can do so much more than just record 
video. 

“Our new body worn camera is an 
Android device with a specially de- 
signed application that can record vid- 
eo and audio, take photos, and facili- 
tate/record phone calls,” OHV Deputy 
Raleigh Willoughby said. Deputy Wil- 
loughby was part of the team tasked to 
test and help select the cameras. He 
said a lot of factors were considered 
during the selection period, including 
ease of use. “It’s pretty simple. To ac- 
tivate the camera, you just press the 
side or top button on the phone, and it 
gives you an audio to confirm that it is 
recording. Then you do the same thing 
to turn it off.” 

While traditional body worn cam- 
eras, like the ones currently in use in- 
side the county’s correctional facility, 
require law enforcement officers to 
manually upload footage and charge 
at a central docking station, the cell- 
phone-based technology provides 
more flexibility to accommodate the 
county’s rural makeup and sheriffs 
substations. 

“Because we serve a rural coun- 
ty and not all deputies have the same 
headquarters, it’s essential that our 
deputies are able to use these camer- 
as and have all the video uploaded in- 
stantaneously through a cell signal,” 
Humboldt County Sheriff William 
Honsal said. 

For deputies in parts of the coun- 
ty without cell signal, the videos are 
saved on the device and uploaded au- 
tomatically when service is restored. 
Once uploaded, the deputy is able to 
review the video prior to writing their 
report, and then the video is sent to 
the District Attorney’s Office to assist 
with potential prosecution. All video 
recorded is stored in the cloud for at 
least 180 days. 

“These cameras will be utilized by 


every deputy sheriff on every contact, 
whether it’s an investigation, a traffic 
stop, a domestic violence incident- 
they’re going to be recording every- 
thing,” Sheriff Honsal said. “So, this 
will enhance our ability to capture 
evidence and statements, and also 
provide a level of transparency to the 
public.” 

Though the cameras will capture 
every incident, to protect the privacy 
of the individuals we serve the videos 
will only become available to the pub- 
lic in some cases as applicable by state 
law. 

“The videos that we capture on our 
body worn cameras are used for offi- 
cial purposes only,” Sheriff Honsal 
said. “There are only very few circum- 
stances that these become a matter of 
public record. Otherwise, the videos 
will be used as evidence and sent to 
the District Attorney’s Office, or will 
be used for internal investigations and 
training.” 

In addition to the development 
and availability of the new technolo- 
gy making the program more feasible, 
Sheriff Honsal says the program also 
would have not been possible without 
Measure Z funding. 

“It costs about $75,000 to get the 
program started and then there’s up- 
wards of $40,000 worth of expenses 
annually for cloud storage and equip- 
ment to keep this program going,” 
Sheriff Honsal said. “It has become the 
industry standard to have body worn 
cameras for all law enforcement con- 
tacts and I think it’s just really neces- 
sary now for law enforcement. So, we 
are very thankful for Measure Z to be 
able to afford this program.”

Deceptive aesthetics 


Id like to thank you for your coverage 
of the Planning Commission’s discussion 
of the Jacoby Creek Road roundabout, es- 
pecially the side-by-side illustration of the 
“currently configured three-way intersec- 
tion and the planned roundabout” (Union, 
May 18, page 5). Of course, one might ar- 
gue that a better comparison might have 
been with the planned improved three-way 
intersection, perhaps incorporating any 
of the landscaping suggestions that local 
residents have been sending the County 
for years (no response) to spruce it up, but 
oh well. The image is striking: the current 
bareness, scarred with an ugly overhead 
powerline across Mistwood school, versus 
the powerline-free and verdantly land- 
scaped roundabout. The choice is obvious. 

Actually, that bare area around the Post 
Office pumphouse looks odd — what hap- 
pened to the existing Azalea and Escallonia 
bushes (both currently blooming)? They’ve 
been photoshopped out! Imagine that. And 
is the City really planning to put in trees 
along that NE edge of the roundabout, in 
front of the Post Office? Wouldn’t they fur- 
ther dangerously block visibility for cars 
turning north from Jacoby Creek Road, al- 
ready compromised by the pumphouse? I 
suppose it’s only a visualization of a 30 per- 
cent complete plan. And I have to say, I’m 
delighted to see that the powerlines over 
Mistwood will be getting undergrounded, 
or moved, or whatever. I hadn’t read any- 
thing about that in any of the documents 
I’ve seen, but surely the preparers of these 
images wouldn’t have removed powerlines 
from the roundabout visualization just to 
sell the proposal? Oh — and I do have to 
wonder how the island the pumphouse sits 
on is extended about 45 percent to the east 
without compromising the entry to the post 
office or eliminating the large cedar and 
redwood trees on the corner (clearly visible 
in the roundabout image). But I’m glad the 
City is committed to saving those beautiful 
trees that mark the entry to Bayside. 

The City’s thumb has been heavily on 
the scale ever since the 2017 charette, when 
it put forward a roundabout half the size 
of the current one for discussion.

Drug abuse mythology 


County Supervisor Steve Madrone (Fen- 
tanyl, Union, May 11) is paraphrased as 
agreeing with the common but erroneous 
hypothesis that the “root causes” of drug 
use and activity stem from job, housing and 
mental health issues. I suspect that Steve 
does not really believe that — at least I hope 
that he doesn’t — but I also suspect that, 
like elected officials who in decades past 
had to pose for pictures entering church 
on Sunday (irrespective of their actual be- 
liefs), Steve must pay public homage to the 
established liturgy of the New Age. 

The fact is that poor or no housing, 
mental health problems, and unemploy- 
ment do correlate highly with addiction, 
but the causation is much more likely to be 
in the other direction — that the frequent 
abuse of highly pleasurable intoxicating 
substances leads to loss of job and housing 
and can often provoke declines in mental 
health as well. The latter effects are espe- 
cially pronounced with regard to metham- 
phetamine. Additionally, current science 
also tells us that at least 50 percent of the 
proclivity to addiction is genetically based. 

In the mid-’90s, while still living and 
working on the North Coast, I was involved 
with an Arcata-based group of parents 
who were struggling to understand how 
their older teenaged children had become 
entrapped by serious addiction. All of the 


young people involved had begun with ade- 
quate housing, good jobs, and no diagnoses 
of psychiatric problems (at least not until 
they began using). Families were stable and 
loving, with parenting styles ranging from 
openly structured to more traditional. Our 
facilitator revealed to the group something 
that those of us adults who had come of 
age in the sixties should have known from 
personal experience: kids and adults use 
drugs — and alcohol — because it’s so darn 
much fun! Why this should be a surprise to 
Steve or to anyone else is a mystery to me. 
The fact is that some things that bring us 
immense pleasure are not good for us, and 
often not good for our society. 

As we view the deterioration of commu- 
nities, and decline in average life span over 
recent decades associated with the normal- 
ization of widespread use of intoxicants, it 
might be good to remember a quote from 
our parent group leader — which applies 
to societies as well as individuals: “We are 
free to make our choices, but we are not 
free to choose our consequences.”

We encourage and support your 
actions to fulfill this policy by tak- 
ing every possible step to prevent 
all continued harassment and the 
negative impacts it has on citywide 
workplace morale and culture. 

We recognize the enforcement 
challenges related to this particu- 
lar instance since the alleged ha- 
rasser is an elected official. Despite 
these challenges, as Department 
Directors, we would like to send 
a clear message to the City’s em-

We also recognize that when a 
hostile environment is created by 
a leader entrusted with power in 
the organization, the impacts rip- 
ple well beyond the direct survivors 
and witnesses. Our management 
team strives to create a workplace 
that is safe and inviting to all City 
personnel. We are committed to 
a supportive environment that 
strengthens and empowers staff to 
do their best work, free from unac- 
ceptable behavior or pressures.

We support the Council ratify- 
ing this workplace culture, sending 
a clear message and taking action- 
able steps that will prevent future 


harassment. This Council action 
could help sustain the employees’ 
sense of safety in the workplace.

Watson: I’m innocent, the staffer encouraged me and here’s when I'Il quit 


Sadly, the media, including the Mad Riv- 
er Union, have failed to provide a fair and 
balanced portrayal of the facts regarding the 
allegations against me. At no time did I ever 
do anything to constitute sexual harassment. 
Also, at no time did any staff advise me that 
any interactions were unwelcome. There is 
actually an abundant amount of evidence 
that the staff member in question enjoyed 
spending time with me, looked forward to 
it, and encouraged it. The fact is that we 
had an intimate and consensual friendship 
for many months. She told me she enjoyed 
spending time with me and she spent more 
time with me than she did with her husband. 
Many people have told me we had an emo- 
tional affair, but to me she was more like a 
second mother and a big sister rolled into 
one. There are many instances of me and her 
referring to her as my big sister in the report. 
I firmly believe I wouldn’t have been able to 
get through my father’s suicide without her 
support during the most difficult period of 
my life. 

The report said I had a romantic interest 
in this staff member which is absolutely false. 
I’ve never once said to anybody that I had a 
romantic interest in her. What I did say on 
multiple occasions to multiple people was 
that I really cared about her and that she was 
really important to me, because she was. 

The report says she only spent time with 
me because she felt like she had to and I ex- 
pected it. There is no evidence of this. 

According to the texts in this report she 
loved our walks together and looked forward 
to them. Sometimes I would tell her we didn’t 
need to walk if she was busy and she would 
say she enjoyed our walks because they got 
her out of the office and gave her exercise. 

When we were together she would make 
these small touches on my arms while she 
was talking or while she was making a point. 

Over and over again I would ask her if I 
was taking up too much time or bothering her 
and she would continually reassure me that 
I wasn’t. 


Here are some of the many examples from 
the report of her enjoying our walks: 

Page 283 she says, “Thanks for the time to 
walk today!” 

Page 312 she says “Thanks! It was an awe- 
some walk. Very refreshing. Hope you have a 
great night.” 

Page 324 I say, “I’ve felt kind of off all day” 
and she replies “We can try to walk it through 
tomorrow. You seem to be accomplishing a 
lot through a very tough time.” 

Page 338 she sends me an unsolicited text 
of a picture of our walk together on the dunes 
and says, “That was beautiful today- thank 
you.” 

Page 339 she says, “that was a beauti- 
ful walk this morning. Really glad we went 
there.” 

Page 353 I say, “I’m really looking forward 
to our walk.” And she replies, “I’m also look- 
ing forward to our walks.” 

Page 370 Thanksgiving 2020 she says, 
“So many things to be grateful for. Our walks 
have been a blessing on many levels! I woke 
up at 4:30am and got all of my cooking done 
by 7 lol...” 

Page 402 she ask me, “Do you want to try 
the new fickle hill loop tomorrow?” “To mix it 
up and mix US up we can try to go backwords 


” 


Page 417 she says, “I look forward to walk- 
ing on Friday.” 

Page 424 I say I have a lot of anxiety and 
worry and she replies that we'll try to walk it 
out. 

Again on page 441 she says “we will walk 
it out today.” 

Page 447 I say “I feel a lot better after our 
walk today. I appreciate you so much. I hope 
you rest well tonight.” And she replies “I do as 
well. It must be the magic of the dunes.” 

Page 447 shes leaving on a trip and I say 
“I’m going to miss you so much!” Of course 
I’m going to miss her. Shes my best friend, 
I’m very depressed, and I wont be able to see 
her for a couple of weeks. She then replies 
“Thanks...I learned three new flowers today 


for us to look at upon our return!” 

Some other examples of her feelings for 
me, her initiating personal conversations, 
and other comments: 

Page 124 she says, “Thank you for all of 
your support this past year. I really appreci- 
ate it.” 

Page 202 She says, “Brett, thank you for 
considering staying on the council and also 
know that I know you will not abandon me... 
I will find you at the Griffin if I need you- 
lol. I grow and learn along your side when 
we work through things so no apologies are 
needed. I hope you have some fun this week- 
end and can unwind.” 

Page 239 I tell her shes my best friend and 
she replies, “...’m sure you have friends bet- 
ter than me but thank you. I enjoy our talks...” 

Page 351 she says, “you will be a great 
mentor and senior council member.” 

Page 396 she says, “youre the best.” 

On page 473 I say, “You mean so much to 
me.” And she replies, “You mean a lot to me 
as well.” 

Page 486 I say, “I feel stuck or trapped.” 
And she replies, “tomorrow we'll talk about 
how to break through.” 

On page 513 she initiates a conversation 
with me at 6am on a Saturday with a picture 
of her run. 

Page 517 she says “Look forward to walk- 
ing talking Monday. Rest well tonight” 

Page 400 I thank her for everything shes 
done for me and I tell her shes my best friend. 
She replies at 10pm, “Thank you Brett. That 
is beyond sweet. Have a goodnight see you 
tomorrow.” 

Page 474 She sends me an unsolicited text 
on the weekend. She texts me on Saturday 
morning with a picture of a house for sale be- 
cause she said she enjoyed helping me look 
for houses. 

There are many examples of her giving me 
marriage advice and even suggesting I should 
leave my wife. 

Pages 206, 216, 218, 221, 253 just to name 
a few. 


The report itself is poorly done and after 
reading the entire report it’s clear that the 
investigator showed a strong bias against 
me. The report gets basic information wrong 
and discredits itself. The investigator claims 
they tried to contact me for an interview for 
months yet they present no evidence of this. I 
have emails showing me making myself avail- 
able for several months including one email 
where the city staff works with the investiga- 
tor to deny me an interview. There has been 
absolutely no due process throughout this in- 
vestigation. 

The city attorney Nancy Diamond refuses 
to tell the public who chose the investigator. 
Why is this? 

The city staff refuses to tell the public how 
much taxpayer money has been spent on the 
investigation and how many staff hours have 
been consumed. Why is this? I’ve asked for 
this information several times by email and 
again on May 17th at the special meeting. 

The city attorneys and City Council refuse 
to say they actually believe any of the allega- 
tions to be true. Why is this? 

There are two scenarios where I will con- 
sider resignation: 1. The staff member false- 
ly accusing me of these allegations takes re- 
sponsibility for her role in the relationship. 
2. The City Council and city attorneys sign a 
letter saying they believe the allegations to be 
true and they want me to resign. 

If the City Council can’t look the public in 
the eye and say they believe these allegations 
to be true, then it makes no logical sense for 
them to consider any form of limitations on 
my actions or behaviors. There is not one 
shred of evidence showing I’m a danger to the 
Staff or anyone for that matter. 

I’ve gone through an intensive rehabilita- 
tion and now I’m in a very strong place. All I 
want to do is to serve my community.
